Council  Recommends  Candidates 
For  Cable  TV  Outreach

The  Chinatown  Cable  Council 
submitted  to  Cablevision  of 
Boston  September  4  the  resu¬ 
mes  of  four  candidates  for 
bilingual  field  representative. 
The  position  was  recently  creat¬ 
ed  to  communicate  to  Chinatown 
landlords  and  residents  in  their 
own  language  Cablevision ’s  ca¬ 
ble  construction  process  and  its 
need  for  cooperation  from  pri¬ 
vate  property  owners. 

In  its  cover  letter  sent  along 
with  the  resumes,  the  Council 
stated  that  all  candidates  were 
ranked  according  to  certain 
criteria  set  by  the  Council.  The 
criteria  were  community  experi¬ 
ence,  bilingual/translation  ca¬ 
pability,  ability  to  work  with 
others,  responsible/reliable 
character,  ability  to  follow  in¬ 
structions  and  ability  to  work 
with  the  Council. 


The  Council  also  recommend¬ 
ed  that  an  independent  non-paid 
consultant  who  is  knowledge¬ 
able  about  cross-cultural  dy¬ 
namics  be  present  during  the 
interviews.  The  consultant 
would  only  observe  during  each 
interview  and  later  contribute 
input  after  the  interview  is  over. 

Acting  as  a  moderator,  the 
consultant  can  “eliminate  any 
cultural  bias  or  behavioral  mis¬ 
interpretations.,”  stated  Coun¬ 
cil  member  Helen  Liu. 

The  Council  is  recommending 
to  Cablevision  Charlton  Sagara 
as  the  consultant.  Sagara  is  a 
Japanese  American  who  holds  a 
Masters  degree  in  Clinical  Psy¬ 
chology  with  specialization  in 
Cross-cultural  Psychology  and 
Communications  Theory. 

The  Council  is  waiting  for 
Cablevision ’s  response  to  these 
recommendations .

What  is  Cable? 


Cable  refers  to  Cable  TV 
(CATV)  which  stands  for 
community  antenna  televi¬ 
sion.  CATV  began  as  a 
programming  service  to 
provide  improved  televi- 
vision  reception  and  a 
wide  selection  of  alterna¬ 
tive  programming  to  regu¬ 
lar  broadcast  TV  pro¬ 
grams. 

Boston  TV  viewers  receive  a 
maximum  of  seven  television  channels  from  stations 
broadcasting  programs  over  the  air.  At  a  monthly  charge, 
residential  subscribers  to  the  CATV  system  for  Boston  can 
receive  up  to  96  channels,  including  five  public  access 
channels  reserved  for  local  community-oriented  programs. 
The  local  programs  are  produced  for  and  by  members  of 
Boston  communities  such  as  Chinatown. 

Boston  CATV  is  a  project  initiated  by  the  City  of  Boston  to 
provide  a  state-of-the-arts  urban  communications  network 
that  is  low-cost  and  versatile  to  the  communication  needs  of  all 
in  Boston. 

Who  are  the  Cable  organizations  and  what  do  they  do? 

Office  of  Cable  Communications  for  the  City  of  Boston 
represents  the  mayor  who  issues  the  license  for  the  Cable 
system  in  Boston .  This  office  is  responsible  for  monitoring  the 
Cable  system’s  operation  and  construction  and  enforcing  the 
requirements  of  the  license.  Their  telephone  number  is 
725-3112. 

Cablevision  of  Boston  is  the  CATV  franchise  licensed  by  the 
City  to  build,  operate  and  maintain  the  CATV  system.  This  is 
the  company  responsible  for  Boston  CATV’s  construction  and 
operation.  Their  telephone  number  is  787-6600. 

Boston  Community  Access  and  Programming  Foundation  is 
an  independent  nonprofit  foundation  established  by  the  City 
and  Cablevision  and  funded  by  five  percent  of  Cablevision ’s 
gross  revenues. 

The  Foundation’s  purpose  is  to  produce  and  administer 
technical  video  training  workshops  for  any  community 
member  interested  in  developing  a  community-oriented 
program  and  in  utilizing  the  free  “neighborhood  studio” 
access  production  facilities  provided  by  Cablevision.  They  also 
ensure  that  programs  reflective  of  Boston  communities  are 
included  on  the  Boston  Cable  system. 

Training  workshops  are  currently  being  conducted  in 
Chinatown.  If  you  are  interested  in  taking  part  in  the 
workshops,  call  the  Foundation  at  424-7292. 

Chinatown  Cable  Council  is  a  nonprofit  volunteer  group  who 
represents  the  needs  and  interest  of  the  Chinatown 
community  in  respect  to  CATV. 

As  well  as  educating  residents  about  cable  and  monitoring 
community  interest,  this  group  facilitates  the  cable  process  in 
Chinatown  by  acting  as  liaison  between  Chinatown  and  other 
cable  organizations.

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CCBA  Files  Protest  With  Boston  Edison 
Over  3-Day  Blackout

The  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Assn.  (CCBA)  has 
charged  the  Boston  Edison  Co. 
with  “treating  Chinatown  as 
secondary  in  importance”  when 
restoring  power  to  downtown 
areas  hit  by  a  recent  three-day 
electrical  blackout. 

Boston  Edison  has  maintained 
that  its  decision  to  return  power 
to  the  city’s  financial  and  retail 
districts  before  Chinatown  was 
governed  by  its  policy  to  restore 
service  to  as  many  customers  as 
soon  and  safely  as  possible  as 
well  as  by  the  extensive  damage 
its  wires  in  Chinatown  suffered. 

Boston  Edison  has  appointed 
a  three-member  team  to  investi¬ 
gate  the  cause  of  the  blackout, 
according  to  Walter  Salvi, 
spokesperson  for  the  utility 
company.  The  team,  composed 
of  members  of  Boston  Edison’s 
engineering,  electrical  and 
transmission  and  distribution 
departments,  will  report  its 
findings  September  10,  he 
added. 

Two  Blackouts 

On  Thursday,  August  23  a 
large  fire  broke  out  in  a  manhole 
at  the  corner  of  Essex  and 


Chauncy  Sts.,  between  China¬ 
town  and  Downtown  Crossing 
(the  retail  district),  causing 
electrical  lines  to  short  circuit, 
said  Salvi.  The  fire  spread  to 
nearby  manholes  on  Harrison 
Ave.  and  Beach,  Edinboro, 
Kneeland,  Hudson  and  Oxford 
Sts.  in  Chinatown,  he  added. 

Boston  Edison  shut  off  power 
to  the  financial  and  retail  dis¬ 
tricts  and  Chinatown,  which  are 
all  on  the  same  electrical  net¬ 
work,  at  about  3:30  p.m., 
affecting  6500  customers,  Salvi 
said. 

Power  was  returned  to  the 
financial  district  and  Downtown 
Crossing  at  11:30  p.m.  that  day, 
while  power  was  restored  to 
much  of  Chinatown  at  6  p.m. 
Friday.  A  two-block  area  bound 
by  Harrison  Ave.  and  Hudson 
and  Kneeland  Sts.  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  district  of  Chinatown  went 
without  power  until  5:45  p.m. 
Saturday,  he  noted. 

Two  days  earlier,  on  Tuesday, 
August  2 1 ,  a  smaller  blackout  hit 
Chinatown,  lasting  22  1/2  hours 
and  affecting  four  buildings 
along  Harrison  Ave.  and  Beach 
St.,  he  said. 

According  to  Salvi,  the  first 
person  sent  to  the  scene  of  the 
blackout  by  Edison  reported  that 
apparently  an  alternate  current 


cable  short-circuited  on  a  main 
line.  He  said  that  the  line  was 
repaired  and  regarded  as  ‘  ‘noth¬ 
ing  unusual”. 

“Those  things  happen  every 
once  in  a  while,”  he  said.  He 
noted  that  a  number  of  factors 
could  have  lead  to  the  short- 
circuit:  deterioration  of  cable 
sheeting  due  to  expansion  and 
contraction,  rats,  sewer  over¬ 
flow  or  damage  caused  by 
contractors  digging’in  the  area. 

He  said  that  although  Boston 
Edison  will  include  the  August 
21  incident  in  its  investigation, 
the  electric  company  did  not  at 
the  time  regard  it  as  a  possible 
precursor  to  the  more  extensive 
blackout  which  followed  two 
days  later. 

CCBA  Protests 

In  an  August  25th  letter  to 
Boston  Edison  President  Steph¬ 
en  Sweeney,  CCBA  President 
David  Wong  demanded  that 
officials  from  the  electric  com¬ 
pany  meet  with  the  Chinese 
community  to  give  a  detailed 
account  of  the  two  blackouts  and 
their  causes.  Wong  also  de¬ 
manded  that  Boston  Edison 
provide  “assurances  and  a  plan 
of  action  that  will  prevent  such

Community  Pitches  In  To  Raise  Money 
For  Tragedy-Laden  Family

Businesses  and  individuals  in 
Boston’s  Chinese  community 
have  pitched  in  to  help  the 
family  of  Jennifer  Ng  of  Melrose 
after  the  story  of  their  plight  was 
published  in  a  local  daily  news¬ 
paper. 

Jennifer  Ng,  critically  ill  with 
cancer,  has  undergone  intensive 
treatment  for  a  prolonged  period 
of  time.  Her  three-month  old 
daughter  was  bom  prematurely 
and  underwent  an  operation  at 
birth  after  doctors  found  a  hole 
in  her  heart.  Ng  has  been 
released  from  the  hospital  be¬ 
cause  she  wants  to  spend  more 
time  with  her  daughter  at  home, 
but  the  family,  with  only  the 
husband  working,  is  still  bur¬ 
dened  with  the  huge  amount  of 
medical  bills  that  have  accumu¬ 
lated  so  far. 

The  Chinese  Consolidated  Be¬ 
nevolent  Assn.  (CCBA)  passed  a 
resolution  at  a  council  meeting 
August  27  to  support  fund¬ 
raising  activity  for  the  family. 
Council  members  at  the  meeting 
donated  about  $250  as  an 
initiative  gesture  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  urge  and  accept  dona¬ 
tions  from  other  sources,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Peter  Chan,  public  rela¬ 
tions  person  for  CCBA. 

Two  restaurants  in  China¬ 
town,  the  Lucky  Dragon  and 
Golden  Palace,  each  has  set  up  a 
donation  box  at  the  cashier’s 
counter,  Chan  said. 

Several  of  Ng’s  personal 
friends,  who  include  Fanny 
Kwan,  manager  of  Tai  Tung 


Village,  Mr.  Moy  of  Sampan 
Travel  and  Chan  of  CCBA,  are 
negotiating  with  the  three  cine¬ 
mas  in  Chinatown  to  get  one  of 
them  to  agree  to  a  free  one-time 
showing  of  a  movie  and  free  use 
of  cinema  space  to  raise  a  few 
thousand  dollars  for  the  family, 
Chan  said. 

Other  than  monetary  help, 
CCBA  has  also  written  a  letter  to 
the  commissioner  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Social  Services  (DSS), 
Marie  A.  Matava,  urging  her  to 
provide  services  to  the  family 
and  questioning  DSS’s  intention 
to  remove  the  infant  from  the 
bed-ridden  mother  for  foster 
placement.  Copies  of  the  letter 
were  also  addressed  to  the 
governor,  state  representatives, 
senate  president,  secretary  of 
human  services  and  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  (DPW). 

Contrary  to  what  was  re¬ 
ported,  Chan  understood  from 
talking  with  Ng  that  DSS  has  no 
intention  of  taking  the  infant 
away.  Citing  the  confidentiality 
of  cases  handled  by  the  depart¬ 
ment,  Margaret  Cruise,  DSS 
director  of  communications,  de¬ 
clined  to  comment  on  actions 
taken  by  her  department.  How¬ 
ever,  a  licensed  practical  nurse 
hired  and  paid  by  DSS  has 
started  to  visit  and  take  care  of 
Ng  four  days  a  week  from  12  to  5 
p.m.,  Chan  said. 

The  DPW  had  originally  con¬ 
sidered  a  special  waiver  for  Ng 
for  medicaid  coverage  because 
her  husband’s  salary  does  not 
meet  required  income  guide¬ 
lines  to  make  her  eligible, 
according  to  Lee  Chelminiak, 


press  secretary  for  DPW.  In  the 
process,  DPW  found  there  was  a 
trust  fund  established  under 
Ng’s  name  plus  various  fund¬ 
raising  activities  have  been 
planned  to  help  her  pay  her 
medical  expenses.  These  activi¬ 
ties,  pointed  out  Chelminiak, 
have  made  Ng  once  again 
ineligible  for  medicaid.  But  she 
added  that  if  the  family  has 
spent  all  the  money  raised  for 
them  for  medical  bills,  DPW  will 
go  through  the  medicaid  waiver 
application  process  again.  She 
said  that  DPW  plans  to  stay  on 
top  of  the  case  and  assist  the 
family  whenever  necessary. 

Some  nurses  from  Brigham 
and  Women's  Hospital,  where 
Ng  is  being  treated  for  cancer, 
have  volunteered  to  visit  the 
family  and  take  care  of  the 
patient,  Chan  said. 

In  the  meantime,  donations 
are  being  accepted  through 
CCBA,  90  Tyler  St. ,  Boston,  MA 
02111,  and  the  Jennifer  Ng 
Fund,  Bank  of  New  England, 
486  Commonwealth  Ave.,  Bos¬ 
ton,  MA  02215.

SCNFF  plans  to  construct  the 
first  nursing  home  facility  near 
Chinatown  which  will  be  respon¬ 
sive  to  the  language  and  cultural 
needs  of  the  population  in  the 
area. 

According  to  SCNFF  Presi¬ 


dent  Robert  Chin,  while  Stanley 
K.  Chao,  president  of  Advanced 
Electronics,  has  pledged  con¬ 
tinuous  support  to  the  nursing 
home  project,  the  leadership 
role  of  AEI  will  encourage  more 
local  business  participation. 

AEI  is  the  first  Chinese  owned 
and  operated  electronics  manu¬ 
facturing  firm  based  in  China¬ 
town  and  has  grown  from  four  to 
over  300  employees  over  the 
past  seven  years.

massive  power  outage  from 
occurring  on  a  routine  or  cyclical 
basis.” 

Wong  stated  that  after  a 
two-day  blackout  in  the  Harrison 
Ave. -Essex  St.  area  of  China¬ 
town  in  November  1981,  Boston 
Edison  neither  informed  the 
Chinese  community  of  the  rea¬ 
sons  for  the  power  failure  nor 
made  any  attempts  to  ensure 
such  a  blackout  would  not  occur 
again.  The  outage  then,  as  with 
the  most  recent  one,  Wong 
contended,  resulted  in  ‘‘irrepar¬ 
able  damages  to  the  operation 
and  financial  health  of  the  local 
businesses,  not  to  mention  ex¬ 
treme  inconveniences  to  local 
residents  and  potential  life- 
threatening  conditions  for  many 
elderly  residents.” 

“CCBA  and  many  members 
of  the  Chinese  community  can 
not  help  but  feel  that  Boston 
Edison  has  treated  them  with 
neglect,  inattention  and  insensi¬ 
tivity.  Most  suspect  that  regard¬ 
less  of  its  merits,  logics  or 
validity,  Boston  Edison’s  deci¬ 
sion  to  resume  electrical  power 
first  to  the  financial  district 
carries  with  it  a  message, 
whether  intended  or  not,  that 
Chinatown,  its  businesses  and 
its  residents  are  to  be  treated  as 
secondary.  The  decision  is  made 
without  due  regard  to  the  nature 
of  business  in  Chinatown  (res¬ 
taurant,  food)  and  the  suscepti¬ 
bility  of  these  business  to 
prolonged  power  outage.  Nor 
the  decision  took  into  considera¬ 
tion  the  high  number  of  elderly 
persons  residing  in  high-rise 
projects,”  wrote  Wong. 

In  an  interview,  Wong  said  he 
was  standing  in  front  of  the 
Imperial  Teahouse  on  Beach  St. 
at  about  6  p.m.  August  23  when 
he  ‘‘saw  smoke,  then  fire,  then 
heard  an  explosion  like  a  bomb” 
at  a  nearby  manhole. 

‘‘We’re  very  lucky  nobody 
was  hurt  all  these  times.  If  it  was 
a  few  days  earlier  on  Sunday 
(during  the  August  Moon  Festi¬ 
val  street  celebration)  many 
people  could  have  been  hurt,” 
he  said. 

Wong  believes  that  utility  and 
service  line  related  accidents  in 
Chinatown  “happens  too  of¬ 
ten.”  He  pointed  to  a  series  of 
such  accidents  over  the  past  two 
years:  a  two-day  November  1981 
blackout  in  the  Harrison  Ave.- 
Essex  St.  area,  a  January  1983 
explosion  on  Oxford  St.  which 
leveled  the  CCBA’s  four-story 
brick  building  and  shattered 
windows  on  several  surrounding 
blocks,  a  February  1984  water 
main  and  steam  pipe  break 
which  created  a  10  feet  by  10  feet 
hole  at  the  comer  of  Harrison 
Ave.  and  Beach  St.,  a  March 
1984  manhole  explosion  on  Hud¬ 
son  St.  which  broke  windows  at 
the  On  On  Bookstore,  and  the 
two  recent  blackouts. 

Wong  said  the  primary  mes-

age  CCBA  wants  to  deliver  to 
Boston  Edison  on  behalf  of  the 
Chinese  community  is  that  “we 
are  not  to  be  treated  as  second- 
class  citizens.” 

“It’s  most  important  that  they 
know  we’re  going  to  speak  up  if 
they  mistreat  us,”  he  said 

Peter  Chan,  CCBA  clerk  and 
public  relations  coordinator, 
said  that  within  the  week  follow¬ 
ing  the  blackout  District  Two 
City  Councillor  James  Kelly  and 
Atty.  Gen.  Francis  X.  Bellotti 
had  lent  their  support  to  CCBA’s 
grievance  by  calling  on  Boston 
Edison  officials  to  provide  re¬ 
ports  on  the  blackout  and  meet 
with  the  Chinese  community  as 
soon  as  possible.  Chan  added 
that  Mayor  Raymond  Flynn  also 
stated  he  would  monitor  the 
situation. 

According  to  Chan,  during  a 
recent  meeting  CCBA  members 
voted  to  bring  in  lawyers  to  look 
into  the  possiblity  of  taking  legal 
or  other  action  against  Boston 
Edison. 

Chan  stated  that  CCBA  is  not 
angered  merely  because  of  the 
most  recent  blackout,  but  by  the 
“series  of  incidents  and  rela¬ 
tionship  over  a  period  of  time.” 

Boston  Edison  Responds 

In  an  August  31st  response 


response  letter,  Boston  Edison 
Vice  President  John  R.  Stevens 
stated,  “The  decision  as  to  what 
area  to  restore  first  is  made,  not 
at  the  whim  of  Boston  Edison 
Co.,  but  is  determined  by  the 
location  of  the  cable  faults.  The 
fault  in  this  case  was  south  of  the 
Kingston  St.  substation,  and 
therefore  while  it  was  possible  to 
restore  the  northern  section 
(financial  district  and  Downtown 
Crossing)  of  this  network,  it  was 
equally  impossible  to  restore  the 
southern  section  (Chinatown) 
until  major  repairs  had  been 
made.  Our  basic  policy  in  such 
cases  as  this  is  to  get  as  many 
customers  back  as  rapidly  and 
safely  as  possible.” 

According  to  Salvi,  the  finan¬ 
cial  district  and  Downtown 
Crossing  had  about  4000  Boston 
Edison  customers  affected  by 
the  blackout,  whereas  China¬ 
town  had  about  2500. 

Stevens  further  stated  in  the 
letter,  ‘  ‘It  may  be  interesting  to 
note  that  if  we  had  a  choice  as  to 
what  area  to  pick  up  first,  which 
we  did  not,  the  decision  would 
have  been  to  pick  up  the  south 
district  (Chinatown)  first  be¬ 
cause  the  New  England  Medical 
Center,  a  customer  whose  ability 
to  provide  service  is  critical,  is 
located  in  that  southern  section.

What  are  the  benefits  of  CATV  for  Chinatown? 

CATV  and  its  public  access  channels  provide  the 
opportunity  for  bilingual  and  Chinese-language  programs  for 
Chinatown.  Through  CATV  and  its  public  access  channels, 
Chinatown  can  produce  and  receive  programs  dealing  with 
issues  of  community  interest  such  as  health,  child  care, 
English  as  a  Second  Language  (ESL),  Chinese  and  American 
societal  pressures,  community  activities,  culture,  politics  and 
business.  The  most  recent  example  of  such  a  program  is  a 
four-part  health  series  called  *  ‘Staying  Well,  ’  ’  co-produced  by 
the  Asian  American  Resource  Workshop  (AARW),  Chinatown 
People’s  Progressive  Association  and  South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center. 

What  must  happen  before  Chinatown  gets  Cable? 

Before  anyone  in  Chinatown  can  subscribe  to  CATV,  cables 
must  be  installed  in  the  community  by  Cablevision.  The 
process  involves  placing  cables  (insulated  electric  wires  which 
are  the  energy  source  in  activating  CATV)  both  under  and 
above  ground  (pole-to-pole). 

In  the  event  that  use  of  private  property  is  necessary  to 
complete  the  process,  a  “right-of-entry”  agreement  needs  to 
be  signed  between  the  landlord  of  each  building  and 
Cablevision.  The  “right-of-entry”  agreement  gives  Cable- 
vision  permission  to  enter  the  private  property  so  that  cable 
wiring  in  a  given  area  can  be  completed  and  allows  tenants  and 
residents  living  in  the  building  the  opportunity  to  subscribe  to 
CATV. 

Landlords  have  the  right  to  grant  or  refuse  “right-of- 
entry.”  However,  if  they  do  permit  Cablevision  to  place  wires 
through  their  property,  Cablevision  guarantees  full  restora¬ 
tion  to  pre-construction  condition,  using  the  original 
materials. 

A  bilingual  field  representative  from  Cablevision  will  come 
with  the  agreement  form  to  Chinatown  residential  buildings  to 
personally  answer  any  questions  landlords  and  residents  may 
have. 

When  and  where  is  Cable  construction  going  to  take  place  in 
Chinatown? 

Under  optimum  conditions,  Cablevision  can  wire  certain 
sections  of  Chinatown  by  November  1984. 

Kathleen  Creed  of  Cablivision’s  public  relations  depart¬ 
ment  stated,  ‘  "Hie  Chinatown  area  will  be  constructed  in  two 
separate  sections.  Kneeland  St.  and  Harrison  Ave.  will  serve 
as  definitive  boundaries,  and  the  cable  process  will  initiate 
proceeding  north  on  Harrison  Ave.  and  upon  its  completion, 
then  on  toward  Kneeland  Street.  All  of  Chinatown  will  be 
wired  at  the  very  latest  by  1985.” 

Thus,  the  time  and  place  of  Chinatown’s  cable  construction 
depend  largely  upon  the  working  and  manpower  schedules  of 
Cablevision  and  the  cooperation  of  community  landlords  and 
residents,  she  added.

Unfortunately,  this  was  not  an 
option  available  to  us.” 

He  noted  that  Boston  Edison 
could  not  have  dispatched  more 
workers  to  the  area  because  of 
the  space  constraints  in  man¬ 
holes  where  repairs  had  to  be 
made  nor  could  it  have  given  its 
customers  warning  of  the  most 
recent  blackout  because  “in 
situations  like  this  the  problem 
occurs  without  warning  even  to 
us.” 

However,  he  stated  that 
CCBA  has  been  placed  on  a  list 
of  organizations  to  be  contacted 
if  a  blackout  in  the  area  occurs 
again. 

Stevens  noted  that  since  the 
two-day  blackout  in  November 
1981,  Boston  Edison  has  made 
considerable  improvements  to 
help  prevent  another  power 
failure  in  the  area. 

Stevens  also  provided  a  report 
of  the  1981  blackout  to  CCBA. 
The  report  indicates  that  the 
manhole  fire  which  led  to  the 
blackout  was  the  third  incident 
that  year  at  that  particular 
location. 

‘  ‘In  the  last  five  years  a  great 
deal  of  work  was  done  to 
improve  the  condition  in  this 
manhole,”  according  to  the 
report.  It  went  on  to  state  that 
the  work  included  rebuilding  the 
manhole  at  the  corner  of  Essex 
and  Chauncy  Sts.  and  removal  of 
all  direct  current  lines  there 
except  one  for  customers  in  the 
area  who  needed  such  service. 

The  report  stated,  “Upon 
investigating  the  (November 
1981)  incident  the  Division  feels 
the  lone  existing  DC  (direct 
current)  main  was  the  main 
contributor  to  the  fire.” 

Stevens  agreed  to  meet  with 
CCBA  to  explain  Boston  Edi¬ 
son’s  network  system,  the  most 
recent  blackout  and  the  electric 
company’s  plans  to  minimize  the 
chance  for  future  blackouts.  He 
added  that  Boston  Edison  will 
provide  a  copy  of  the  report  of 


cause  of  the  most  recent  black¬ 
out  to  CCBA. 

Impact  on  the  Community 

Hardest  hit  and  perhaps  most 
enraged  by  the  three-day  black¬ 
out  were  Chinatown  business- 
owners. 

While  estimates  of  the  value 
of  food  and  business  lost  due  to 
the  blackout  are  still  being 
tallied,  many  businesses  can 
expect  not  compensation 
through  their  insurance  policies. 

According  to  Maurice  Searle, 
an  official  with  Republic  Hogg 
Robinson  of  New  England, 
which  insures  between  20  and  40 
markets  and  restaurants  in  Chi¬ 
natown,  there  is  no  coverage 
available  for  “a  consequential 


loss.”  Because  the  accident 
(blackout)  did  not  occur  on  the 
premises  of  the  businesses,  they 
are  not  covered,  he  explained. 

CCBA  President  David  Wong, 
also  the  owner  of  Sun  Sun 
Market  on  Oxford  St.,  said 
although  his  business  suffered 
little  loss  because  his  inventory 
was  low  at  the  time  of  the 
blackout,  other  businesses,  par¬ 
ticularly  restaurants  with  refri¬ 
gerated  foods,  experienced 
heavier  losses,  ranging  in  the 
thousands  of  dollars.  He  esti¬ 
mated  food  losses  alone  to  be  up 
to  $1  million.  He  said  CCBA  is 
asking  businesses  to  submit  a 
figure  of  their  losses  to  get  a 
more  accurate  total  figure  for  the 
community.
